Today those same 
grape growers receive from eight to ten times as much 
for their crop and the stigma doesn’t go with it. The 
grapes may be used by the home brewers, but it places 
the grape grower in a much different position both 
financially and socially.

Erzberger, meeting Marshal Foch, gathered the im- 
pression that the commander in chief did not want 
an armistice immediately. ‘‘He wanted,’’ says Erz- 
berger, ‘‘to delay the negotiations in order to give 
his army a chance to invade.’’ 

“JT am convineed,’’ continues Erzberger, ‘‘that if 
Yermany had sent men who played an active part 
during the war in diplomacy or at great headquarters, 
the negotiations at Compeigne would have remained 
fruitless, and Germany would have been invaded. I 
need not say what that would have meant.”’ 

It would have meant disaster of an appalling kind, 
not only the rout of the German armies in Belgium 
and France on a seale repeating the Austrian-Hungar- 
ian catastrophe on the Italian plain, but also great 
destruction of life by want and starvation throughout 
the densely poyulated and economically delicately ad- 
justed regions of Germany. By the armistice was 
averted not only a colossal debacle for Germany, but 
also an appalling human tragedy. 

Gen. Pershing’s ‘estimate confirms Erzberger’s. 
American arms had cut the main line of German 
supply, and the vast German armies were herded into 
a pit whose narrow exits would have been choked 
up by masses of fugitives. The British had stormed 
the final frontal defenses, and Hindenburg could no 
more have extricated his troops from the fatal pre- 
dicatment than did the Hapsburg generals in Venetia. 
But for the armistice, the greatest slaughter and 
greatest capture in history would have oecurred upon 
the Belgian Meuse. What would have followed would 
have been vengeance on the Rhine from Duisburg to 
Strausbourg. 

Pershing’s estimate has been confirmed by the testi- 
mony of Hindenburg himself, who says the French 
army alone could have gone to Berlin. And Luden- 
dorff, who has no illusions, after fighting till the last 
hope was gone, was the man most insistent upon a 
peace at any price, in order to avoid complete de- 
struction. 

The German armies were beaten in the field and 
saved from death and surrender only by the armis- 
tice. The German militarists who still hope for Ger- 
man military revival in some distant future, realize 
more vividly than anyone else the hopeless positions of 
their armies in the days before November 11, 1918. 
And since that date, so far as resistance goes, Ger- 
many has lain flat on her back. Germany knows her 
own situation, even if her apologists over here do 
not.’’—Minneapolis Journal.

VANISHING TYPE OF AMERICAN 
HEN ‘‘Bat’’ Masterson died suddenly last week 

T when at work at his desk in the New York 
Morning Telegraph office, where he was a 
writer on sports, there passed out one of the 

last of the old guard of frontiersmen of the straight- 
shooting, clear eyed, quick-thinking type so char- 
acteristic of the breezy west of the earlier days of 
settlement. Bat and his brother Ed were residents of 
Dodge City, Kansas, in the 70’s, when the frontier 
town was the rendezous of thousands of cattlemen and 
cowboys, up from Texas on the big trail, with great 
herds of cattle to be shipped east over the Santa Fe 
railroad whose metals had put Dodge City on the 
map. <A wilder spot than the Kansas shipping point 
of those days, probably, was never known in the 
United States, and in striving to maintain law and 
order’ there Sheriff Ed. Masterson and his younger 
brother, deputy William or ‘‘Bat’’, as he was* always 
known, had to call on their utmost resources.

WANT CANYON ROAD OPENED 

The cabin owners in San Antonio} 
canyon are making an effort to open 
the canyon road to the public. The| 
road was built several years ago by} 
the San Xntonio Water company for | 
its own use. When the hotel 
established the road became, in ef 
fect, a toll road. Of late years the} 
traffic has increased rapidly on ac-| 
count of the Increased number of 
cabins in the canyon, 

At the present time there are 261 
“permittees” in the canyon. The 
policy of the government is to make 
the mountains the playground of the 
people. In order to encourage the 
use of the mountains for pleasure 
the government has for years issued 
permits to build cabins on certain 
locations in the forest reserve. 

Almost all of the locations in San 
Antonio Canyon available at the 
present time are taken. It is re- 
ported that the San Antonio Water 
company, owners of the road, are 
figuring on subdividing their prop 
erty in the canyon and leasing lots 
to the public and providing lights 
and sanitation 

The San Antonio Canyon Improve} 
ment Association is an organization 
of the owners of the cabins, which 
has been trying to bring about a 
satisfactory und@@f&tanding between 
the owners of the road and the su- 
pervisors of San Bernardino and Los 
Angeles county, according to Super- 
Cogswell, will maintain the 
road in as good condition as practic- 
able all year round and would ex- 
pect to widen the road and reduce 
the two sharp grades. San Bernar- 
dino county will soon complete a/|
